Again Issue 
Before UN

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
AP) 


—The United States and the So- 
viet Union come to grips today 
on the perennial issue of giving 
net! China a U.N. seat. For the 
first time in a decade both agree 
the General Assembly should de- 
bale the question.

clash, however, when the 21-nation 
Steering Committee meets later in 
the day to decide how the ex- 
plosive question shall be placed 
before the 99-nation assembly. 


Still opposed to admitting the
